Carter’s water cart and attempted to enter

Savoyard, of the mission steamer which plies 
on the Mackenzie river, had reached there 
from the north bringing news of the differ- 
ent parties bound for the Yukon by the 
water route, whom he had met on his 
joarney. The first party met was Jas. 
Shand’s, on the Mackenzie river. They 
were well on their journey and doing well. 
The next eutfit met was Pilon and La- 
moureux also on the Mackenzie and making 
good time. Stephen and Howey’s party 
was next met. They had crossed the Great 
Slave lake in safety and were well on their 
journey down the Mackenzie. Capt. 
Seger’s party, who were a day behind 
Stephen and Howey when met by Nagle’s 
boatmen, had takeu the steamer from Fort 
Smith to Fort Simpsen, with all their out- 
fit on board, thereby crossing Stave lake in 
safety and getting a start of about two 
hundred miles on their ‘journey down the 
Mackenzie. All the parties were in good 
health and spirits. Sejersted and his com- 
panions had no! started from the Landing 
when Mr. Adams left there to return.

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A WAGON ROAD POLICY. 

Not the least value to this locality 
of the Yukon excitement is that 
whereas until recentiy Edmonton was, 
if heard of at all, supposed to be 
situated at the back door or jumping 
off place, beyond which the traveller 
or prospector entered illimitable obseur- 
ity, now it is a recognized starting 
point or front door te the most talk- 
ed of and desired region on the earth’s 
surface. The climate of Edmonton 
has therein undergone a change in the 
estimation of the general public equal 
to thousands of miles of latitude. In- 
deed the whole Northwest has been 
measureably benefitted in the same 
way. The removal of this unwarrant- 
ed and unreasonable prejudice against 
the geographical situation of Edmon- 
ton will beyond question have a great 
effect on the progress of the district 


in the near future. The resources are 


so rich and varied that they cannot 


but appeal to the reason of anyone. 
Bat they were powerless against the 


Providence on 16th, Simpson on 18th, 
Wrigley on 22nd, Nerman on 26th, 
Good Hope on 29th, Peel river on 
July 5th, and Fort Macpherson on 
July 6th, 64 days from the Landing, 
of which 13 days were delay on 
account of ice, eight days at Lake 
Athabasca and five days on Great

Reached Good Hope on the 
17th, Norman on 18th, Wrigley on 
19th, Simpson on the 20th, Providence 
on the 25th, Fort Rae on the 26th, 
Resolution en the 27th and Fort 
Smith on the 28th. Crossed over the 
16 mile portage at Smith and took 
passage on the Hudson’s Bay steamer 
Graham on August Ist. Reached 
Chipewyan on August 4th, and Mc- 
Murray on the 7th. Left the Graham 
and ascended the river to Grand 
rapids in Hudson Bay Co. row boats, 
reaching there cn the 14th. Left 
Grand rapids on the Hudson Bay Co. 
steamer Athabas:a on the 17th and 
reached Athabasca Landing on the 
25th and Edmonton on the 27th of 
August. 

The up trip by steamer and row 
boat, took 43 days, including a day’s 


travel out of the direct course to Fort 


Rae and four days awaiting the 
Athabasca at the Grand Rapids.

A 
vigorous wagon road policy is needed 
in order to permit development that 
will justify future railway construc- 
tion. A road is needed to Cariboo 
direct through the Jasper pass, and 
another to Peace river to give easy 
access to the Omenica mines by the 
addition of steamboat communication 
on the Peace. The road to Peace 
river would be the first section of a 
road to the Cassair and the Yukon as 
well, and would open up the vast 
agricultural and pastoral areas of the 
Peace river country. No public work 
that could be undertaken by the 
Domizion at the present time would 
be as far reaching in its effects for the 
money expended as the construction 
of a good wagon road to Peace river.

Landing alone in a canoe on May 2nd, 
95, bound for Peel river to see the 
midnight sun.

A HARD ROAD. 


J. C. Brown, of Butte, Mont., who 
has been over the Skagway trail recent- 
ly said to the Seattle Times: There 
has been a great deal said and done to 
devise a route for entering the Yukon 
gold fields, and to my mind it is a de- 
monstrated fact that the route by Skag- 
way or Dyea is an impracticable one for 
any body or quantity of men at one 
time. The last rush to those points has 
| practically demonstrated this fact with 
death to the human family and _ horses, 
and the hardships therein incurred. I 
have had the pleasure of passing over 
the route myself, and I found it in no 
sense of the term easy with only 
twenty-five pounds on my back. Tim- 
ber is and lumber is becoming scarce ; 
beats sold as high as $500 to $1,000 in 
the last rush and the trails in passing 
through the lakes and many rapids be- 
fore entering the Yukon are dangerous 
to both life and property.

When 
the next election come around, there 
had been a distribution of seats which 
did not leave an opening for him and 
he again gave his fuli support to Mr.

The Kamloops Sentinel is busily 
advocating a route to tke Yukon 
from Kamloops to Barkerville in 
Cariboo, on to Hazelton on the Skeena, 
to Telegraph Creek on the Stickeen 
and soon te Teslin lake the head of 
the Hootalinqza branch of the Lewes.

Fhe plan of Arthur Jordon, of San- 
don, B. C., who advertises to take a 
party of prospectors from Ashcroft, 
B. C., to Klondike in sixty days, has 
caused a good deal of bitter talk here 
and remarks to the effect that people 
should be warned against taking 
the trip this fall. The trail is open 
and good most of the way from Ques- 
nelle to Hazleton, but from Hazleton 
to Telegraph Creek the old telegraph 
trail has been unused for many years 
and is absolutely impassable for pack 
trains until thousands of dollars worth 
of work has been done upon it. No 
move has yet been made by the gov- 
ernment or individuals to cut out this 
portion of the route, but it is suppos- 
ed that the authorities will have the 
work done before the middle of next 
summer. Now, as to living on the 
country, it is not practicable for a 
party to do so, and it would be folly 
to attempt the trip without ample 
supplies. Fish are plentiful, but 
game is scarce; from Quesnelle north 
for 300 miles there is practically no 
game along the trail, not even grouse 
or rabbits. It is not possible for a 
large party starting now without dogs 
to get through to Klondike before 
next August, and as a quick and easy 
route, it is simply idiotic to start 
this fall. Parties intending to take 
this route should start from Ques- 
nelle not earlier than the latter part 
of May as the grass will be too short 
for feed before that time. 


EXHAUSTLESS WEALTH. 


W. Ogilvie said recently in a news- 
paper interview that one hundred 
claims on Bonanza and forty on Eldo- 
rado will yield, before they are ex- 
hausted, something like $60,000,000. 
But in addition to those a vast unex- 
plored region awaits the hardy miner, 
and Mr. Ogilvie fully expects that 
equally rich returns may be looked for 
from it. He estimates that the great- 
er portion of work will be done with- 
in the next ten years; but, he says, 
there is every indication that placer 
mining will be carried on, presumably 
on a high-paying basis, for at least 
twenty years. And all this, be it re- 
membered, without touchiug the 
quartz mining, which is sure to suc- 
ceed the hydraulic operations.
